This is a true copy of the letter 
addressed by me to the Governor 
of the State of Iowa after reading 
the press reports of riots in con- 
nection with the enforcement of the 
tuberculin testing law in the state 
of Iowa, as carried in the Lansing 
State Journal on or about October 
14, 1931: 

“Dear Sir: As a true American 
should be, I am shocked over your 
action in calling out the State 
Guard to enforce a fool law, such 
as I have every reason to know it 
to be: viz the tuberculin test law. 

“In my estimation, your legisla- 
ture passed that law under the in- 
fluence of grossest misrepresenta- 
tion and the most vicious kind of 
lobbying, otherwise it would not 
be on the statues of the state of 
Iowa. The legislture, I am quite 
sure, did not know anything about 





tuberculin testing and acted upon 
the sayso of those who wanted the 
law passed. 

“As a law-abiding citizen I ask 
that you do the people of your state 
the justice to hold an open hearing 
and get all sides of the tuberculin 
story. -Then, I am sure, you will 
have enough information to justify 
you in suspending the operation of 
the law until such-time as the peo- 
ple settle the matter by referen- 


dum.

“WHICH SHALL IT BE?” 
The body requires nourishment 
to exist. It meeds solids or bulk to 


furnish: exercise for ‘the’ muscles of- 


the intestinal tract. It needs’ fluids 
to prevent friction, regulate temper- 
ature, and as a media for the re- 
moval of waste and the conveyance 
of nutrition. The body needs dif- 
ferent ‘kinds of mineral salts for 
the proper chemical changes’ nec- 
essary for the body’s normal cell 
growth. Whether solids, semi-solids, 
or fluid, the point is, the body needs 
these things, next where are we go- 
ing to get them. 

One will say that the vegetation 
diet furnishes al] the necessary ele- 
ments needed. Another will say 
that a mono-diet is best. Another 
will say that it is all right to eat 
meat as long as you eat enough 
green foods and salads. Some ex- 
clude dairy products while another 
will say use plenty of milk, eggs, 
cheese, etc, 

Some say regulate the intake of 
food of combinations; others feed 
patients by the calorie rule. 

All of these different ideas bring 
results in some cases and not in 
others, Under the same treatment, 
one patient will respond very nice- 
ly, while the other does not. 

Has each individual got to be 
considered separately or is there a 
ss whereby all may secure good 


.After weighing all the ideas, not- 
ing the results and: failures of 
those who have followed the dif- 
ferent methods, one point stands 
out . quite clearly—regardless of 
whether the person’s food is com- 
posed of all fruit, all vegetables, or 
whether it includes meat or dairy 
products, the food must be balanced 
from a chemical standpoint; the 
elements of nutrition must be pro- 
portioned so that the chemical 
changes in the body will result in 
a harmonious completion for the 
best interests of the body. 

Tests must be made to determine 
the approximate amount of the 
various elements constituting the 
make-up of the body, and how 
much calcium, iodine, sulphur, etc., 
are to maintain daily effi-

with which to combat emergencies. 
When an appropriate figure is 
reached, giving the percentage of 
the different elements needed and 
when the foods are found. that will 
yield the required elements in suf- 
ficient amounts, then the intake of 
food can be “balanced” so that 3mt7 
part of the body will not be stary- 
ing while some other part becomes 
flooded or congested. 

No part or organ of the body can 
be neglected without the whole 
body being affected sooner or later. 
Abnormal kidneys react on the 
heart, the spleen and the liver have 
a close sympathetic vibration when 
one or the other becomes diseased. 
Any deficiency in nutrition is 
bound to affect some part of the 
body. The liver, spleen, pancreas, 
are three organs that become in- 
volved because they have to do the 
neutralization of poison and the 
making of new blood, or red and 
white cells. 

The body cannot function with- 
out good protein and mineral food. 
Without a plentiful supply of these 
kinds of food the body becomes de- 
mineralized and calcium starved 
which causes decayed teeth, weak- 
ness and a run-down condition 
generally. Due to an unbalanced 
nutrition thousands of men, women 
and children are physical wrecks 
and don’t know it. 

One of the most important things 
in the world is your food since it 
makes your body what it is, the 
way you feel and the wag you look. 
You cannot radiate personal charm 
when your eyes are dull, your fi- 
gure thin, your skin sallow, and 
you look generally haggard and 
prematurely old. 

When you see business men who 
are under weight, nervous and irri- 
table, and whose vitality always 
seems to be low, you may know 
that their food lacks balance. Cer- 
tain cells in the body are starving 
to death. Especially the liver, the 
spleen and pancreas are not func- 
tioning normally arid the body is 
being demineralized.

Four Indians, one of whom was 
said to have confessed he .was an 
eye-witness to the killing, were re- 
ported held under technical arrest 
at the jail on the White River reser- 
yation. 

Alexander Street, government se- 
cret service agent from El, Paso, 
Tex., who had lived on the reserva- 
tion and posed as a tourist to ob- 
tain clues to the identity of the kill- 
er, declared Seymour told him Miss 
Schmerler was not killed in a quar- 
rell over tribal customs. An Indian 
brave who had quarrel with Sey- 
mour was said to have given Street 
a valuable “lead.” 

Killed Her In Fight 

“We just got into a fight and I 
killed her,” Seymour was reported 
to have told Street. Miss Schmer- 
ler’s body then was mutilated and 
thrown into a ravine where it was 
found by reservation officials July 
24.
